well says that he does not anticipate 
any trouble. The scouting party sent 
from Bidwell has not returned from 
Harney valley. 
Messrs., Wilson and 


Alexander of Warner valley say they 
have no reason to fear an outbreak, aud 
thoir place is the most exposed of any 
in that section. There have been ru- 
mors of an Indian powwow in the vi- 
cinity of Stein Mountain, but whether 
this is true or not the Examiner haH not 
bean able to leurn. 
There is a good 


deal of apprehension among the settlers 
of Harney valley, and one family became 
so alarmed at signs of Indians in thoir 
vicinity that they picked up all their 
effects and traveled all night to get in a 
less exposed situation. The Indians in 
the vioinity of Lakeview who left so 
suddenly about two weeks ago have 
nearly all returned, and the probability 
of trouble seems to bs much lessened. 


The following letter which was writ- 


ten to Mr. Sanders of Bidwell at 
the 


dictation of Capt. Dick and Lee Wic- 
uemucca, by some one living at Eugle- 
vil!e in Surprise valley, was telegraphed 
to Lakeview Thursday morning by Maj. 
Wells, commanding officer at Fort Bid- 
well : 


EAOLEVILLE, Gal., June 25, 1883. 


Mr. Sanders Ft. Bidwell Gala—DE.UV 


Sin : Capt. Dick and Lue Winuemnuo.i 
are at my house and they \vutit me to 
write to you and say to the people of 
Bidwell and vicinity th.it the Plates ot 
this valley are 'rieudly to the whites. 
If the Bannocks or any other Indians 
should make war they aro ready and 
willing to help the whites to clean them 
out. 
There are no Piutos on the war- 


path. You can show this letter to Capt. 
Wells or tJi« commander of the post nt 
Bidwell. If there is any trouble it will 
be caused by some bud Indians who 
are not uiuler control of tho tube or it 
will be in retaliation to tho acts of Homo 
bud white men nt the name.
